‘We do not sell less than 5 cents’ worth of any kind of seed in bulk. Most 
seed stores will not sell less than 10 cents’ worth of seeds in bulk. We sell 
some kinds in 5-cent lots but draw the line at a nickel on all bulk seeds. 


WE SELL A FEW COMMISSION SEEDS. 


These are the seeds put up by Ferry, Rice and other eastern seed firms 
and sent to dealers everywhere to be sold on commission. The dealer gets a 
per cent. on all he sells and returns the unsold seeds. In order to supply our 
customers with a few varieties of flower seeds we do not have in bulk, we carry 
a supply of commission Flower Seeds only on the side. We recommend bulk 
seeds every time if you can get them.

HOT-BEDS 


The HOT-BED is made by forming a} 
straw | 


of horse manure with the 
used for bedding or 
feet in height, and about 12 
inches larger all around than 
of the frame to be used.

It may be sunk 
in the ground a foot or eighteen inches, 
or made on the surface. Place the 
frame on as soon as the bed is made, 
and fill in with about 5 or 6 inches of 
good mellow soil, keeping the frame 
closed for a few days until fermenta- 
tion takes place and the soil is quite 
warm. It is better to wait a day or 
two after this and then sow the seeds. 
The frame can be constructed by any 
handy man at very small expense. It 
consists of a wooden frame, from 3 to 
6 feet wide, and from 6 to 16 fet long, 
according to the supply of vegetables 
or flowers required. The back _ side 
should be at least 6 inches higher than 
the front—the frame sub-divided by 
cross-bars and each division covered 
by a glazed sash. The frame should 
face the south or _ southeast. From 
the time the seed is sown, attention to 
airing and shading during the hot part

/ COLD FRAMES 


A COLD FRAME is so easy in con- 
struction and management as to be 
available to all. This is simply a hot- 


bed frame with glazed sash, placed upon 
a bed of fine mellow earth, in some 
sheltered place in the garden. After the 
frame is secured in its place, a couple 
of inches of fine earth should be placed 
inside, and the frame closed up a day 
or two before the seeds are planted. As 
the cold frame depends upon the sun 
for its warmth, it must not be started 
as soon as the hot-bed, and in this lat- 
itude the latter part of April is soon 


enough. Watering occasionally will be 
necessary, and air must be given in 
bright warm days. Shade is also nec- 
essary.
